The county commission con­ 
tends in its suit 
that 
the State 
body has no 
legal

build a farm-to-market road on a 
route not selected by the

commission. 
It also is set forth that many

markets and the county seat,

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H istorical M issouri

The whipping post and pillory 
seem far removed today into past 
history as a means of punishing 
prisoners, yet it was less than a 
century ago in Missouri that per-1 
sons convicted of certain 
crimes! 
were lashed on their bare backs, 
and sometimes made to stand for 
hours in a pillory, subject to pub­ 
lic gaze. Not until Missouri final­ 
ly was provided with a penitenti­ 
ary to care for her prisoners weie 
the whipping 
post 
and 
pillory 
abolished, to all practical purpos­ 
es, in 1835. 
On December 30, 1826, one hun­ 
dred and six years ago this week, 
an act of the General Assembly 
was approved 
which 
abolished 
the whipping post and pillory for 
one type of offense. Although the 
law is not wholly accurate in its 
reference to just what section of 
the statutes it partly repeals, it is 
evident that these severe punish­ 
ments were abolished 
only 
for 
those persons convicted of setting 
up or keeping gambling 
devices. 
Contrary to the assertions of some 
writers, the law of 1826 did 
not 
abolish entirely the whipping post 
and pillory, nearly all of the long 
and severe criminal code 
passed 
in 1825 in Missouri remaining in 
effect until its repeal in 1835. 
Under French and Spanish rule, 
the area that is now Missouri had 
a sparsely settled population, and 
crimes were rare. 
The whipping 
post and lash were used, however, 
at various times 
in 
that early 
period. 
In 1794 there is a record 
that Don Louis 
Lorimier, 
com­ 
mandant at Cape Girardeau, con- 
demmed a man tor 
larceny 
and 
gave him thirty lashes. Even Dan­ 
iel Boone, who came to what 
is 
now Missouri while it was still 
a 
Spanish province, made use of the 
whipping post 
in 
administering 
justice as a Spanish syndic. lie 
held court under the branches of a 
large, elm tree, 
later 
called the 
"Judgment Elm”, and nearby 
in 
his yard was 
a hickory 
sapling 
which served as a whipping post. 
On October 1, 1804, 
the 
first 
laws respecting crimes in what is 
now Missouri under the 
jurisdic­ 
tion of the United 
States 
were 
passed. These laws were general­ 
ly mild, but they provided the pil­ 
lory. And the whipping post was 
specified for certain offenses com­ 
mitted by slaves. The pillory was 
a frame of adjustable boards erect-

Washington.—'Easter Island, 
in 
the Pacific Ocean 2000 miles west 
of South America, and one of the 
most isolated bits of land in the 
world, has been 
serving 
as the 
place of* exile for one of 
Chile’s 
presidential aspirants. A recently 
formed 
political 
committee 
in 
Chile coupled a demand for the re­ 
turn of the erile with the addition­ 
al demand that Easter Island 
be 
sold to the United States. 
^‘Easter Island 
harbors one of 
the world’s most fascinating mys­ 
teries”, says a bulletin from 
the 
W ashmgton headquarters of 
the 
National <3eographic Society. 
“It 
is 
known 
throughout 
the 
two 
hemispheres as the home of crude, 
giant stone images of the trunk 
and head of the human body, made 
by a people of which practically 
nothing can be learned. 
“When Westerners 
dfeicovered 
the island on Easter 
Day, 
1722, 
scores of these images stood 
on 
stone burial platforms near 
the 
coast with their backs to the sea. 
Many of them 
had 
huge 
stone 
‘hats’ poised on their heads. Near­ 
ly all of these statues later fell or 
were overturned. Of the prostrate 
images, there are more than 
600 
scattered over the 45 square miles 
of 
the 
island. 
They 
range 
in 
length from four to 37 feet. 
The 
more common length is 14 to 
16 
feet. 
Specimens have been taken 
to many of the great museums of 
America and Europe. 
A particu­ 
larly fine specimen stands in 
the 
U. S. National Museum in Wash­ 
ington, wearing its 
great 
stone 
hat, like a giant bandmaster 
in i 
towering shako. 
“The mystery of Easter Island is 
deepened by the fact that no statues , 
of the sort have been found on oth-! 
er Pacific islands. 
The workman­ 
ship shows a considerable degree I 
of skill. 
They are almost exactly 
alike, showing that a definite form 
or pattern had been worked 
out, 
and was accepted by the workmen 
of new generations as traditional­ 
ly correct. 
All, too, were shaped, 
in such a way that they were per­ 
fectly balanced and would main­ 
tain their upright position. Ham-' 
merlike and 
chisellike 
tools 
of 
hard stone have been found in the 
quarries, and with these the soft­ 
er volcanic stone was worked into! 
the desired shape. 
“To the eye of the civilized art-* 
ist the statues of Easter 
Island! 
are rather crude, with their huge, 
coarse profiles and conventionaliz­ 
ed features. 
But it must be kept 
in mind that they were not 
con­ 
structed for close scrutiny. Those 
that stand on the mountain slopes! 
of Easter Island seen from a little; 
distance, have something of 
the 
impressiveness of the 3phinx 
of 
Giza. 
And like the better known i 
giant they awaken a feeling

deep mystery. 
“There are no harbors on East-j 
er Island, no trees except a 
few i 
figs and bananas, and no running 
water. But the population of per­ 
haps 2000 which the island 
sup­ 
ported in its palmiest days before 
the advent of Europeans, had lit­ 
tle difficulty in obtaining the wa­ 
ter which it needed from lakes in 
the extinct volcanoes, and springs 
on the beach, exposed at low tide, 
fed from the lakes.

W ithin three or four m onths Sikeston housewives will have

precipitation of iron and 
sulphur by city w ater, those housewives will have little cause to com­ 
plain. 
Plans have been drafted, specifications draw n and part of the 
m aterial for an aereating and filtration plant is on the old

Laundry lot recently acquired by the City. 
It adjoins the present municipal 
w aterw orks and power plant build­ 
ings and lots, being located on the 
east edge of the old property. 
While little has been said of the 
proposed filtration plant, the en­ 
tire project, which entails the ex­ 
penditure of approxim ately $5100, 
has been thoroughly 
investigated. 
i .ans were prepared by 
Thom as 
Allen of Memphis, an expert 
in 
the m atter of purifying and filter­ 
ing w ater for m unicipalities. 
The plant will be housed in 
a 
building 28 feet, 3 inches wide east 
and west, and 41 feet, 3 inches 
long north and south. The founda­ 
tion will project about 5 feet above 
ground, and slightly 
more 
than 
that under the ground 
level. 
A 
brick structure will rise 18 feet 
above the foundation walls, m ak­ 
ing a total height from roof line 
to basem ent floor of 28 feet. 
Briefly, w ater from the present 
deep well, and from the well now 
under construction will be pump­ 
ed into the building, first passing 
through a series of sprays, then 
down through a series of charcoal 
beds and finally through layers of

The route approved by the State 
Com m ission is about two 
miles 
north of the route selected by the 
New Madrid County highway com­ 
mission for the road, which will 
extend from Highway 61, north of 
Matthews, to Highway 105 at the 
New 
Madrid-Mississippi 
County 
line. 
The county commission con­ 
tends in its suit 
that 
the State 
body has no 
legal 
authority 
to 
build a farm-to-market road on a 
route not selected by the 
county 
commission. 
It also is set forth that many 
persons who would use the 
road 
would have to travel four miles 
more in reaching rtading centers, 
m arkets and the county seat, 
if 
the road should be built along the 
route approved by the State com­ 
mission. The suit alleges that per­ 
sons of Scott 
County 
influenced 
the State Commission in selection 
of the route so it would be as near 
Sikeston, Scott County, as possi­ 
ble. 
The north route 
selection was 
made, acording to Highway offici­ 
als here solely from an engineer­ 
ing standpoint.
